Last November I sent you a letter together with a copy of Jean- 
Jacques Ser van-Schreiber ’s book called LIEUTENANT IN ALGERIA. 

Now, on Julyt we are publishing a very different book about Algeria 
by Germaine Tillion, an ethnological study of the country and its people 
and its problems --an entirely non-political book. Albert Camus has 
written a brief statement which appears on the jacket.

Germaine 
Tillion's study of conditions in Algeria, her picture of this country she 
knows so well, brings to light the underlying causes that have driven 
Algeria into a desperate way.
